FIRST BRICK HOUSE BUILT IN ' 
KENTUCKY. ' 

In Lincoln county, aUiut three miles , 
from the famous Crab Orchard Springs, I 
is an interesting old brick bouse, said | 
to lie the first built in the .State, says , 
the Larue County Herald. It was 
erecte<I over 11/i years ago by Col. Wil- I 
liam Whitley, the intrepid Indian fight- j 
er of Revolutionary days. On a high; 
hill commanding a splendid view of the 
surrounding country, with the foot hills 
of the Cumherland mountains in thedis- 
tum'e, sits this two und one-half-story 
structure built of plain and glazed brick. { 
In each end of the house the bricks are i 
placed in dianion<r*hu|>e, giving a |ie- 1 
culiar effect. Both the interior iindex- I 
tenor uri' 'uvishly suppiieil with fancy j 
wood work, all of which were carveil | 
with a |M‘n-knife. ; 

The partition walls are of wood elab- | 
orately carved, and the stairway has i 
cut on it Id eagle heads to represent | 
the original colonies and States, and on i 
the mantel in one of the rooms are 13 I 
S's to signify the same. ‘ | 

The doors, made of two layers o f | 
wood with sheet iron bctweeln, hang I 
upon the old-time leather strap hinges. 1 
This monument to early-day architec- 1 
ture was often the abiding place of 
Kiaine, Kenton, Clark and early pio- 
neers, who were the honored friends of 
their host. 

Though remarkably preserved, time 
has left its mark on this old structure 
and. ere it is too late, this home of a 
brave and fearless pioneer, built in the 
wilderness during the days of stirring 
scenes, should he purchased by our 
State and restored to its former condi- 
tion. The valorous deeds and ancient 
homes of those who serveil our grand 
old State should not become a memory, 
a dream, and live only in tradition and 
story, but should he so revered and pre- 
served that each generation will be in- 
spireil to emulate the sturdy patriotism | 
of their early heroes. I 

t'ol. Whitley was not only a soldier ‘ 
oC daring and renown, but a true 
siHirtsman, having at all times fine 
horses, fast hounds snd game chick- 
ens. 

in front of this house is un old rare 
track, three-fourths of a mild in 
length, believed to be the first made in 
Kentucky. It is at the base and sur- 
rounding a tall knob, known as Sports- 
man's Hill, und hy mounting this emi- 
nence the spectators could see the 
horses throughout the entire race. Once 
the Colonel’s opponents so “doctored” 
ht* entry that, like Mark Twain's fam- j 
ouB bull frog. It was unable to move. ' 
This so enraged the old gentleman 
that he renounced raring for good and 
all, saying: "It must be dune on the 

square or mine of it for me.” 

Collins' History in its description 
of the battle of the Thames, which o«;- 
rune*l in 1R14, gives Col. Whitley as 
the slayor of the great Indian chief 
Tecumseh. Thw fact is corrohorated by 
all the evidence obtainable, though the 
impression that Col. Richard M. John- 
son killeil him has long prevaileil. 
Whitley invariably loaded his musket 
with two balls and it was found that 
death came to Tecumseh through two 
balls entering identically the same 
sp*it. The Indian* were umbusheil 
ntinr the Thames und Gen. Ilarris^in 
selected 30 of hi* best men. There was 
only one survivor of this hsttlc the 
Col. Johnson who is said to have killed 
the chief. Col. Whitley fell on this 
field covered with wounds and glory, 
an honor to himself und country. 

There are now in the |s>ssessinn of 
his greut-grand-daughtcr, Mrs. Ku<-han- 
an, not only the house of her note<l 
ancestor, hut many valuable relics of 
th«)8u bygone days. Among them is 
the musket still retaining the fiint 
which creati*d the fire to ignite the ■ 
(Kiwder and ae<td the two liatls on their 
mission of death and destruction, and 
the olil iMiwder horn, on which is in- 
scrilied by the C«»lonel’s own hand the , 
following: 

William Whitley, I am your home; 
The truth I love, a lie I scorne.

See how the dread, terrific hall

Thk 8U(lden death of Capt. James U. 
Clay brings a reminder, 'Which is con- 
stantly rccurrinjr,’ that the Confederate 
soldier is slowly and steadily passing 
away. This is particularly noticeable in 
Kentucky for two reasons. Originally 
there were only about 40,(100 Kentuck- 
ians who enlisted in the Confederate 
armies. This is a small number as com- 
pared with the enlistments from other 
States. When one dies the loss of him 
is noticed. The greater reason, bow- 
er, lies in the fact that the young men 
of the State who offered their services 
to the Confederacy were the creme de 
I.A CREME of Kentucky society. Char- 
acteristically they were the flower of 
Kentucky knighthood. Those who sur- 
vived the conflict and returned home, 
at once took and maintained a high 
place in local fand public confidence. 
They developed a capacity for affairs. 
They became leaders in industrial pur- 
suits, in law, in theology and in poli- 
tics. From theirranks have come the 
best educators, the best judges, the 
most progressive and enlightened 
statesmen the Commonwealth has ever 
known. They have left their impress 
upon the whole State. The breath of 
scandal has rarely, if at all, touched the 
honor of one who has filled a public sta- 
tion. In peace, as in war, they have 
proven themselves to be heroes in the 
strife. Men who risk their lives and 
their fortunes for principles are never 
grafters. They neither sell nor barter 
their birth-rights for pottage, for office 
or for any vile consideration. Age is 
now touching the youngest of these sol- 
diers. The State may have to-day, or 
it may have in the future, t"heir equals. 
But it will never have, nor will any 
country ever boast, a prouder, braver, 
better class of young men than those 
who followed the flags of Breckinridge 
and Morgan and Williams and Hanson.
